latest installment was the rumor, shortly 
after Mussolini's

tatorship 
estab lished. Since 
then, how­ 
ever. the military picture has changed in 
two respects. Italy has made for herself 
as 
satisfactory 
an 
arrangement 
with 
the Allied 
powers as circumstances 
will 
permit, and the 
prospects of an eventual 
Nazi 
victory have 
b ecome steadily 
less 
promising. 
It is not impossib le that, in the light 
of 
these 
developments. Field 
Marshal 
Keitel and 
other top German 
command­ 
ers might 
really b elieve that they 
could 
repeat the Italian procedure, seize Hitler, 
and open peace negotiations. 
The 
other 
story is 
that 
Heinrich 
Himmler, the 
Gestapo 
chief, and 
high 
officials 
of the 
Elite Guard and 
Storm 
Troopers 
are already 
planning to 
take 
the 
Nazi 
organizations 
underground, 
when the political roof caves in. and con­ 
tinue their 
work. These 
are 
men 
who 
helped 
Hitler 
carry 
his party 
from a 
b unch of b eer-hall crackpots in 
1923 to 
the 
rulers of Germany 
10 
years later. 
And, according 
to the 
story, they 
are 
willing to devote another 
10 or even 20 
years to a new’ program of propaganda, 
sab otage, 
reorganization 
and 
rearma­ 
ment. Their disappearance and the emer­ 
gence of 
a military 
dictatorship 
might 
turn out 
to b e the most 
expedient solu­ 
tion of their growing predicament. 
Both 
these 
plans, if they 
are true, 
would hinge upon 
the hope that Premier 
Stalin’s would 
b e the commanding 
voice 
at the peace tab le, and that his 
wish for 
a “strong Germany” would prevail. They 
would also presuppose that the conditions 
of unconditional surrender that President 
Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill 
have 
repeatedly 
demanded would 
b e 
drowned out. 
Perhaps 
b oth these stories 
are pipe 
dreams. But true or not. they serve to em­ 
phasize 
again 
one 
fact of undoub ted 
truth and extreme importance: The 
war 
in Europe will not b e won with the in­ 
ternal collapse of the German 
nation. It 
w ill not 
b e won with the wholesale and 
still-distant deieat of the German 
arm>. 
1 he war will only 
b e won, and the world 
will only 
b e safe, when 
Hitler, Goering, 
Geob b els, Himmler and every other high 
Nazi leader 
are either in the custody of 
the United Nations or are dead. No pub lic 
clamor for early 
peace or cessation of

Now according to Dr. Petersen's 
theory, the two types of human 
b ody, as represented b v Lincoln 
and Douglas respectively, react 
differently to hot and cold weath­ 
er.

Professors, merchants, travelers 
and students must have a special 
certificate in addition to the regu­ 
lar passport to obtain an Ameri­ 
can visa. 
Not even the Japanese 
are required to do this. 
Chinese must enter the U. S 
through 
designated 
port. 
A 
Chinese student entering an Amer­ 
ican college may ha\c to detour 
greatly out of the way to reach 
his destination. 
A Chinese merchant in Mexico, 
wishing to dc part for home from 
San Francisco, mu t accept an im­ 
migration guard who escorts him 
to the f»ort of embarkation. 
It is 
required that he pay the guard's 
round-trip expense. 
Chine e seamen, 
with 
certain 
exceptions, tmvc not been allow­ 
ed to enter the U S. since 1922. 
regardless of the nationality and 
flag of the vessel employing them, 
a contradiction of both interna­ 
tional law and the law of the U.

“Many of those whom God has 
joined together, the immigration 
officials have put asunder.” 
A Chinese li\ ing here but not 
born here, cannot be naturalized 
but is subject to the Selective Ser­ 
vice Act. 
While in 
the _ service of this 
country he can apply for citi/rn- 
#hip. 
This docs not. however, in­ 
clude his father or brothers. 
Passage of the Magnuson bill 
does not do away with racial dis­ 
crimination in immigration laws, 
even as it applies to the Chinese, 
since it is race, rather than coun­ 
try of origin, that will determine 
the quota 
All persons of Chinese 
descent, regardless of the place 
of their birth, would be charged 
against the quota. 
Nevertheless this is a step in the 
right direction.
